Mill St and Washington St will 
be given the first treatm ent—grad­ 
ing and oiling—-in the three-year 
project 
Water St., First St . High St. and 
Lincoln Ave 
w ill receive the sec­ 
ond-year treatm ent. They'll he com­ 
pleted next year. 
Church St , from Main St to the 
village limits, will be blacktopped 
The program was explained by 
Councilman E lm er Griffith, chair­ 
m an of the street committee. 
He also outlined a proposal to 
widen and grade the present en­ 
trance to Twiss Hill Addition as 
an alternative to purchase of prop­ 
erty for a new right-of-w'av. 
Council for some time had been 
investigating the establishment of 
a new route into the addition from 
F. 
Main St. to avoid the current 
short, steep entrance off Route 39. 
Council whacked two sums off 
the Woodland Cemetery trustees’ 
proposed budget, then sppropria- 
ed $2.120 11 to add to its income 
for the fiscal year's c»perations 
Rejected was a proposed $30-a- 
month raise for the sexton, from 
$200. and $600 of an estimated $1.-

He called a news conference al 
4 p. m , he said. to sing his swan 
song and tell the newsmen how 
much 
he enjoyed 
working 
with 
them since he cam e here in the 
fall of 1851, after the Korean out- 
break, to head defense production.

job.

for 
anyone. 
Wilson 
cam e here at a personal sacrifice. 
When 
President Trum an 
tapped 
him for th* mobilizer'* job. Wilson 
quit as president of the General 
Electric Co. 
His job her* was quite a job: 
Getting 
factory 
wheels 
turning; 
providing th* military with what 
they needed while being sure civil­ 
ians got what they needed. At the 
same tim* he had to control in­ 
flation. 
Being tall and vigorous, the task 
didn't seem to wear him down, al­ 
though he worked long hours and 
was sm art enough, from previous 
Washington experience, to say little 


since even a little can always be 


used against you. 
Never t h e I * s s. he encountered 
some criticism, which is an occu­ 
pational hazard in Washington, and 
got into some arguments, particu­ 
larly with laoor which never has 
seemed very tender toward him. 
When th* labor representatives 
on the Wag* Stabilization Board, 
which is part of Wilson's anti-in- 
flation set-up, didn t like Wilson s 
attitude toward labor they walked 
out and blasted him. 
This was patched up, the WSB 
was reorganized, and the labor rep­

Wilson s biggest public squabble. 
until the last one. which was when 
he figured he had had enough. 
This resulted from th* steel dis­ 
pute when the WSB recommended 
a healthy raise for the CIO steel­ 
workers, a raise which the industry 
said it couIdn t grant unless the 
government let it raise prices. 
Wilson thought the raise was too 
much and appeared afraid that if 
the union got th* increase recom ­

didn't agree with him and Wilson 
resigned And Monday he called his 
last news conference to thank the 
boys and give them a few final 
figures on defens* progress under 
his regime. 
Some of the newsmen tried to 
needle Wilson into talking about the 
steel dispute. He didn t want any 
part of that. What's finished 
is 
finished, he said. He wanted to 
stick to talk about production 
And at on* point he reminded his 


audience that as of I p. rn

would be off th# government pay­ 
roll. The news eor.ferene* dragged 
on. getting duller by th# moment 
as the big hands of the wall-clock 
moved toward 5 p. in. 
Wilson talked. Newsmen asked 
questions, feet shuffled rn anxiety 
to be up and away. At two minutes 
past five a newsman said: 
Mr. 
Wilson, you re now talking on your 
own time ” 


Everybody 
laughed,

Wilson, and That was th* end of 
th* conference and of Wilson as 
mobilizer.

The Meaning O f Our Garrison Economy 


C o alition Iii T ran sitio n 


The truism in national polities that the D em ­ 
ocratic P a rty in recent tim es has been s coali­ 
tion instead of a party is the clue to coming 
events 


Mf 
T ru m a n s intention to retire ax bead of 
the coalition m a rk s the end of a c h a p te r which 
began when F ran k lin D. Roosevelt was elected 
rn 1932. M r Roosevelt had been elected by peo­ 
ple opposed ho the Hoover adm isinstration. They 
w ers m ore num erous In the m ass, and m o re im ­ 
portant in future planning, th an the southern 
D em ocrats who had been the hard core of party 
strength. 


The southerners soon realized they were being 
elbowed bv elem ents newly pow erful in national 
politics. Their resen tm en t b ec a m e one of Mr. 
R oosevelt* problem s 
1-ong before the begin­ 
ning of World W ar II. his New' Deal program 
had been stalled bv another coa Ii ti on— southern 
D em ocrats allied with R epublicans in Congress.

T ru m a n inherited that situation in 1945. 
when the w ar w as over. The coalition he headed 
bv Sen 
Taft, 
Sen, 
B vrd, 
Sen. 
G eorge 
and 
others who shared distaste for over-centra Ii r a ­ 
tion of authority, wholesale distribution of pub­ 
lic funds, and endless solicibjde for the views 
of labor union boshes. 
M r T ru m a n had becom e the svmbol of this 
coalition T h at is w'hv he had such a h ard row 
to hoe 
T h a t vs why his intention in retire is 
m uch m ore than routine event In presidential 
politics The D em ocratic coalition now enters 8 
stage of transition.

This is a crucial question in 1952, 
and no m a tte r w hat anyone tries 
to do about it, all discussion m u st 
com e back to it. The candidates 
will discover the full force of the 
questioning by the people. 
Dr. M arcus N adler, of the Jo u r­ 
nal of C om m erce. New York, gives 
a n am e to our problem . He calls 
it “ A G arrison E con om y” , which 
he defines. 


“ It m ean s a diversion of a sig­ 
nificant portion of the productive 
capacity of the country—i.e., of its 
raw m a te rials and labor—from the 
production of c i v i I i a n goods to 
the production of m ilitary goods.” 
This diversion connotes a low­ 
ering of the sta n d ard of living of 
the people, either in te rm s of goods 
and services available to them or 
in the quality of such goods. The 
sta n d a rd of living of the A m erican 
people for nearly the whole of their 
history on this continent showed 
a rise, except for short and sharp 
intervals during depressions and 
w ars. C urrently, we w itness a con­ 
tinuous recession in stan d ard s be­ 
ginning 
about 
1938 
and 
not yet 
ended 


A FACTOR enter s into this an a ly ­ 
sis which is difficult to discuss 
with certainty. Y et, a question does 
arise 
as to the effect of with­ 
draw ing millions of young m en and 
wom en from norm al fam ily and 
com m unal life to a garriso n a tm o s­ 
phere. C ertainly, this problem is 
serious enough to have given the 
chaplains in the m ilitary services 
cause for concern over m oral guid­ 
ance. 


Out o f it rise m any psychological < 
and social problem s which cannot 
long be dodged. The decline of pub­ 
lic m orals is so obvious th at it has 
produced the m o s t unfortunate 
scandals 
in 
W ashington, 
to 
say 
nothing of the degeneration of m u ­ 
nicipal responsibility. 


The 
lowering 
of 
sta n d a rd s 
in 
schools, colleges and even in our 
m ilitary services is a direct re a c ­ 
tion to the troubled tim es which 
alw ays accom pany a garrison econ­ 
omy. 
O urs has been as m uch a free 
social system as a free econom y. 
F o r th ree centuries upon this con- I 
tinent freedom m ean t freedom from 
governm ent, from the im placable 
pow er of political authority'. Since 
the ’turn of the century, govern­ 


m ent has been expanding its pow ­ 
er. accelerating the process during 
World W ar I, and giving evidence 
of dangerous potentials during and 
since World W ar II. 
D uring World W ar II, because of 
the garrison atm osphere. A m erican 
citizens 
of 
Ja p a n e se 
p aren tag e 
w ere deported to w a r c am p s and 
their lives and c a re e rs w ere ruin­ 
ed This w as an infraction of the 
Bill of Rignts and of fu nd am ental 
A m erican 
traditions. 
Fdw 
Nazis 
w ere in the United State* and they 
offered no serious problem 


HOWEVER since 1945. this coun­ 
try has becom e increasingly con­ 
scious of the d a n g e r of a C om m u­ 
nist fifth colum n. This fear has 
been strengthened by the Hiss and 
R em ington trials, the trials of the 
atom ic spies, the hearings before 
Ute M cC arran com m ittee and the 
House com m ittee on un-A m erican 
activities. The result of all this is a 
w idespread insistence upon lim ita ­ 
tions on freedom of expression un­ 
paralleled 
in 
A m erican 
history 
since the Presidency of John Ad­ 
am s. 
Dr. N adler m akes the point: 
“ D uring ttie period of the g a rri­ 
son econom y the labo r m a rk e t will 
be tightened. We shall have full 
em ploym ent and the cost of produc­ 
tion will increase. Increased cost 
of production arises as a result of 
up-grading w orkers 
and em ploy­ 
m ent of green labor, which in v ar­ 
iably leads to a decline in pro­ 
ductivity and efficiency.” 
To this m ust be added the factor 
th a t high taxes discourage initia­ 
tive and efficiency. This applies to 
m a n a g e m e n t and the professional 
groups as it does to labor. The 
result is a decrease in those im a g ­ 
inative factors in production which 
stim ulate 
enthusiasm , 
inventive­ 
ness, application. 
The United States suffers from 
the g arrison econom y because of 
an historic e rro r m ade in 
1945. 
when the responsible lead ers of the 
country 
believed 
th a t 
they 
had j 
com posed 
a 
sensible 
agre e m e n t 
with international C om m unism at 
Y alta. T hat w»as a m ista k e —a m is­ 
ta k e com pletely described in M a rx ­ 
ist lite ra tu re from 1848 to 1952. The 
illiteracy of our officials on this 
subject it startling but it is a fact.

Anybody who thinks the ques­ 
tion of w hether P resident T ru m a n 
will or will not run Is absolutely 
settled cannot be sure of it till the 
D em ocratic national convention has 
cast its final ballot. 
For, while the P resident sincere­ 
ly says there is no chance of his 
changing his mind. events, could 
cause him to feel otherwise.
